ng the entire time I have been 
n the Legislature, which Is al­ 

most 14 years.
When he campaigned for re- 

election at the last general 
election, Governor Edmund G. 
Jrown promised the voters 
that he would not ask for. de­ 
mand, or sign Into law any in- 
crease of taxes or the imposi- 
tlon of any new tax, directly 
or indirectly. Therefore, in 
voting on taxes as 1 did, I was 
lolplng our sometimes beloved 
jovcrnor Brown to carry out 
:he solemn pledges he made to 
all the people of California 
during his last campaign.

I am still waiting for Gover­ 
nor Brown to write me a letter 
of thanks, but I am not holding 
my breath In the expectation 
that such a letter of gratitude 
will arrive soon.

THESE STATEMENTS arc

not necessarily intended as any 
reflection on the truthfulness 
of Governor Brown.
